'HAS INFORMATION' 

Charges Made June 12 
by Supervisor Hinted 
'2nd Teapot Dome' 

Senator Nelson Edwards told 
The Journal today he would ask 
the senate committee investigat¬ 
ing Huntington Beach oil leases 
to quiz Supervisor N. E. West and 
the reported assertions West 
made regarding oil scandal in the 
last legislature. 

Senator Cuthbert Olson, an 
Epic and friend of West, is chair¬ 
man of the committee. 

"It appears the assembly com¬ 
mittee to which the West charges 
were referred is not going to do 
much about it,” said Senator Ed¬ 
wards today. "I do not feel they 
should he passed by. Mr. West 
evidently has important informa¬ 
tion which the public is entitled 
to know about. As long as the ( 
senate committee is to probe the 
entire Huntington Beach deal, we 
might as well hoar Mr. West’s 
Story.” 

West made his original 
charges in The Journal on June 
12 when he said "several sena¬ 
tors confessed to me that they 
are dominated by big business, 
particularly ’urge oil compan¬ 
ies.” He added: 

"This thing threatens to be¬ 
come a second Teapot Dome 
scandal, in which the |M-ople of 
California alone would lx* the 
victims. It has elements of 
scandal more serious than Tea¬ 
pot Dome, inasmuch as the j 
lease agreement can only come 
through a willingness of a ma¬ 
jority of the legislature and the 
governor.” 

He was referring to the agree- i 
ment by which the Standard Oil ) 
and other oil companies were to 
be permitted to do whipstock ! 
drilling on the tidelands fronting ' 
Huntington Beach and from which 1 
Huntington Beach was to receive 1 
a royalty. 

The lease hill was passed by 
both houses of the legislature and i 
later vetoed by Governor Mer- 
riam.

Later, on June 17. West issued 
ft lengthy statement his famous

ment, in which he branded Speaker 
Craig and Senator Olson with the :

Sentry Killed , and 5 Injured 

ADDIS ABABA, Sept. 25. (.PI — Five of Emperor Haile 
Selassie’s hig lions escaped today, killed one sentry, and injured 
five more, two gravely. 

In their rush for freedom they devoured several of the em¬ 
peror's pedigreed Australian sheep and killed two horses. 

Colonel Mekourla, the commander of the Imperial guard, 
seized a machine gun and shot all five beasts in succession. 

After Meknuria had killed the lions, one of the heasts was 
found astride a dead sentry. 

During the night, the lion keeper apparently had allowed the 
rage door to remain open, permitting the animals to escape from 
the rommiinieating cages. 

Soon the entire neighborhood of the emperor’s old palace, 
where the cages are Inrated, was thrown into an uproar. The 
lion hunt ensued in the darkness. 

One of the escaped heasts approached a palace sentry who, 
thinking it was merely a large dog, struck it with a stick. The 
lion sprang and killed the man with a single thrust of his paw to 
the stomach. 

Then the colonel ap|>eared and "mopped up” the lions with 
the machine gun. The emperor decorated him for bravery and 
pensioned the family of the slain sentry.

Rogers and Companion 
May Face Inquest by 
Grand Jury Now 


WEST CHESTER. Pa. Sept. 
25. UP )—A double-barreled grand 
jury investigation was held pos¬ 
sible today as a result of the open 
verdict returned by a coroner's 
jury into the death of Evelyn 
Hoey, blonde blues singer, at the 
farm home of Henry H. 
Rogers III. 

The verdict itself paved the way 
for a grand jury inquiry into the 
death. Attorneys for Rogers and 
his cameraman friend, William J 
Kelley, announced they would 
"heartily cooperate'' in any sim¬ 
ilar investigation of the conduct 
of the coroner's jurors. 

Deliberate Five Hours 

The verdict, returned by six 
Jurors last night after nearly five 
hours of deliberation, said Miss 
Hoey came to her death in Rog¬ 
ers' country home two weeks ago 
at the hands of "a person or per¬ 
sons unknown.” 

Rogers and Kelley were re¬ 
leased from their appearance 
bond. Dist. Atty. William E. 
Parke said all the evidence he 
knows has been presented, “and 
that does not justify a warrant 
of arrest.” 

“We must get additional evi¬ 
dence if any charges are to be 
brought." 

Nothing Definite 

Parke said he is "seriously con¬ 
sidering” asking the Chester 
county court for a grand jury in¬ 
quiry but has not decided on any 
definite steps. 

A statement signed by five law¬ 
yers representing Rogers and Kel¬ 
ley said they "are not surprised 
at the failure of the coroner’s jury 
to find a verdict of death by 
suicide.” 

The statement charged that 
“members of the jury have been 
privately consorting" with news¬ 
paper men “whose sole purpose 
seems to be to prolong this in¬ 
vestigation.” Two witnesses, one 
who was prepared to testify that 
Miss Hoey talked of suicide to 
young Rogers on the night of June 
29, 1935, and another, Dr. Wil¬ 
liams Wadsworth, eminent au¬ 
thority on gunshot wounds, were 
refused audience by the jury, the 
statement declared.

Report Mobilization 

The Exchange Telegraph agency 
correspondent at Addis Ababa re¬ 
ported that Selassie had ordered a 
general mobilization of Ethiopian 
troops. No confirmation was 
available. 

The observations said Italy's 
memorandum to the league on the 
Ethiopian conflict demonstrated 
that if the committee’s efforts at 
conciliation were to be at all sat¬ 
isfactory, the Ethiopian problems 
should have been put in this form: 

“ (1) The Ethiopian state, 
properly so-called, should he 
placed in such a position that it 
can do no injury to its neigh¬ 
bors, and its administration 
should he reformed so as to 
raise the country to a higher 
level of civilization. 

“(2) The different peoples 
which are subject to tyranny In 
Ethiopia and live on frontiers 
of the country under inhuman 
eonditiiins should be rescued 
therefrom.” 

Italy contended that these fron¬ 
tier peoples should be safeguarded 
once and for all "from the mis- 
government of a country which is 
not and never will be able to dis¬ 
charge in respect to them the mis¬ 
sion incumbent upon a state that 
contains peoples of different 
races."

SANTA MONICA.—With the 
arrival of hundreds of Elks from 
almost every lodge in the state, 
registration was to begin here this 
afternoon for the annual conven¬ 
tion of the California Elks State 
association. 


The case load of the State 
Emergency Relief administration 
here is on its way up again. There

Some Failed to Appe 
On Job; Others Quit, 
Mitchell Exolains 


City Judge J. G. Mitchell is 
going to clear the books. Today 
he planned to issue 23 warrants 
for the arrest of men who have 
failed to comply with orders of 
the city court resulting from fines 
assessed against them for viola¬ 
tions of city ordinances. 

The men in question have all ap¬ 
peared in court before, and have 
had fines assessed against them. 
The judge gave them an oppor¬ 
tunity to work for the city at the 
rate of 45 cents an hour in lieu 
of paying the fines Some of 
those to be served with warrants 
have failed to appear for work at 
all. Others have done some work 
for the city, but have quit the 
jobs before they had earned enough 
to equal the amount of the fines. 

"For some reason or other, these 
men do not seem to realize that I 
am doing them a favor by letting 
them work out their fines," Judge 
Mitchell remarked. "If I wanted 
to be real mean, I could insist on 
the payment of the fines in cash 
or order them locked up in the 
county jail at the rate of one day 
for ea h $2.50 of the fine. I'm 
going to call these fellows in. and 
I'm going to fiml out just what's 
what. Either they pay up or suf¬ 
fer the consequences."

FOUR PRISONERS FLEE 
JAIL; TWO CAPTURED 

EL CENTRO.—Two of four 
prisoners who dashed from the 
Imperial county jail shortly be¬ 
fore midnight in a bid for free¬ 
dom were captured early today 
by Undersheriff Rodney Clark as 
they hiked along a Southern Pa¬ 
cific right-of-way toward the 
Mexican border.

Seltled It Peaceably 

The new trial never was held, 
and the equal division of the wa¬ 
ter today rests upon the volun¬ 
tary action of the two companies.

Perhaps this was because the 
supreme court, in making its rul¬ 
ing, became for the moment some¬ 
thing besides an interpreter of 
law and delivered some sound ad¬ 
vice based simply on the law of 
fair play. It reversed the lower 
court’s decision and said, "In do¬ 
ing so, we think it not improper 
to suggest, in view of the value 
of the water in the dispute and 
the large interests at stake, 
whether it is not advisable for the 
parties to the controversy to di¬ 
vide the water on an equitable 
basis, and devote the money that 
may otherwise be expended in 
litigation in the proper develop¬ 
ment and judicious use of it.” 

The court's sound advice was 
followed and today the summer 
water in the stream flows peace¬ 
ably, one-half to the Anaheim side 
of the river, and one-half to the 
Orange side.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 25. <JP>— 
A nationwide appeal to clergy¬ 
men for "counsel and advice" on 
how "our government can better 
serve the people” has been 
launched by President Roosevelt. 

At his press conference today the 
President briefly discussed the 
letter sent to clergymen in various 
parts of the country and said he 
was trying to find out from non¬ 
government citizens what condi¬ 
tions are. 

He did not say so. but the im¬ 
pression many drew from the tone 
of the letter and from his remarks 
was that he considered the reac¬ 
tion from clergymen was less 
likely to be biased than informa¬ 
tion coming from government rep¬ 
resentatives in the field. 


Asked if he intended to inter¬ 
view other professional groups, the 
President replied that he had no 
such plans at present. He em¬ 
phasized that he was particularly 
concerned about conditions sur¬ 
rounding the social security and 
works progress programs. 

"Because of the grave responsi¬ 
bilities of my office, I am turning 
to representative clergymen for 
council and advice, feeling confi¬ 
dent that no group can give more 
accurate or unbiased news,” the | 
letter said. 

Expressing particular hope that 
the new social security law and 
the works program shall be car¬ 
ried out effectively, the letter adds | 
that the President will "deem it a 
favor if you will write me about 
conditions in your community.”

former champion to “keep punch¬ 
ing,” but the old fire was gone.

of 1862. All the region between 
Yorba and the coast was under 
water. Old timers here say that 
it was possible to row a boat from 
First and Main streets to New¬ 
port bay. 

In 1892, Mr. Wall recalled, the 
Santa Ana river overflowed its 
banks. Water covered an area 
extending from the Fifth street 
school to a point one and one-half 
miles west of Bolsa. All the old 
Newport district was under water. 
For three weeks the region where 
the Eddie Martin airport is now 
located was under three feet of 
water. Bridges were out, and for 
three weeks people in the Bolsa 
district came to town on horse¬ 
back. 

The 1916 flood has been the 
worst in this century. Flood water 
extended from the Yorba bridge to 
the ocean, Mr. Wall recalled. 
Water stood three feet deep in 
Buena Park and vicinity. The 
flood came to within one block of 
the Elks club at Anaheim. Around 
the sugar factory north of that 
city the lake was three feet deep. 
The late John Cook rescued 150 
Mexican people marooned in the 
sugar factory region. 

A bam 40 to 50 feet in size, lo¬ 
cated three miles west of Ana¬ 
heim, was washed completely 
away and no trace of it ever was 
found, said Mr. Wall. Another 
large barn one-half mile west of 
the Fifth street bridge was 
washed out also. Water was four 
feet deep in Garden Grove. 

On the 36-acre property now 
owned by Mr. Wall on Jefferson 
road, five miles «ast of Anaheim 
the flood water washed a channel 
50 to 100 feet wide and two feet 
deep. It cost $1000 to repair that 
damage. 

In the flooded areas dozens of 
families sat up all night with 
water swirling about their houses 
and coming higher. They had no 
chance to escape if the water con¬ 
tinued to rise. They could not get 
out of their homes. Cars couldn’t 
run through the water. The Ana¬ 
heim Transfer company had al! its 
teams out ail night rescuing ref¬ 
ugees from their homes. 

The last flood occurred in 1927. 
While it was nothing like that of 
1916, it covered large areas west 
of the Yorba bridge with water. 
The Santiago creek began carving 
out the north bank between the

SIGNING UP THE MEEK 

I F YOU could get 500 million people to sign an agree¬ 
ment demanding the end of war, you ought to bring 
the world appreciably closer to an era of continued peace. 

This, at any rate, seems to be the idea of the Women’s 
International League for Peace and Freedom; and a 
world-wide campaign has been begun by that organiza¬ 
tion to get half a billion signatures to a resolution against 
war. 

The demand of this group is simple and forthright. 
It reads: 

“Stop immediately all increase of armaments and 
armed forces. Use existing machinery for peaceful settle¬ 
ment of present conflicts. Secure a world treaty for im¬ 
mediate reduction of arms as a step toward complete 
world disarmament. Secure international agreements 
founded on recognition of world interdependence to end 
the economic anarchy which breeds war.” 

Papers setting forth this demand will be circulated 
presently in every country on earth. The women backing 
it plan to mobilize world opinion on a scale never before 
seen. They hope to confront the rulers of every nation 
with such an overwhelming demand for peace that the 
warmakers will be stunned into silence. 

Now, it would be easy to grow very cynical about all 
this. Anti-war sentiment is usually very strong and out¬ 
spoken—up to the moment that war begins; then it has 
a way of vanishing like dawn mists before the morning sun. 

The plain people of Europe unquestionably wanted 
peace in 1914, but when the hour struck they marched off 
to war meekly enough. When the battle flags flutter on 
the wind, the voice of the Prince of Peace is ignored. 

Yet there is just a chance that this might work out 
< : fferently. 

The plain people of the world—the five hundred mil¬ 
lions who will be asked to sign this petition—do not find 
their voice very often. For the most part they take the 
world as it is handed to them, enduring poverty and 
denial without much complaint, serving those who use 
them and dying dutifully when instructed to do so. 

They are, in short, the meek—the terrible meek, 
someone has called them—and the thing to remember 
about them is that ultimately they will inherit the earth. 

One of these days they will make up their mind, once 
and for all, that their inheritance has been tom and 
befouled by slaughter long enough. They will conclude 
that fighting for oil concessions, trade rights and the 
commendation of the war lords is a losing game, and they 
will stop playing it. When that day comes, those who live
